KIXG KIMVARD DEAD 


England's 
Beloved 
Ruler 
Passed 


Away Friday Evening. 


Bward VII, king of Great Britain 


and its dominions and emperor of 
India, died at fifteen minutes befo.-e 
midnight last Friday in Buckingham 
palace, London, after an illness of 
only three days. 


Pneumonia, following an attack oi 


bronchitis, was the cause of death. 
It was not until Thursday night that 
the nation learned that the king was 
seriously ill. Anxiety over the politi- 
cal situation is believed to have has- 
tened his death. 


Under the law the Prince of Wales, 


automatically became king instantly 
upon the death of his father. 
Prince 


George Frederick Ernest Albert, sec- 
ond and eldest surviving son of the 
late sovereign, ascends the throne as 
George V. 


KING EDWARD VII 


The intelligence that the end 


King Edward's reign had come was 
not a surprise at the last. The peo- 
ple had been expecting to hear it at 
any hour. 
The capital received it 


without excitement, but sadly, for the 
king with his own people was unques- 
tionably one of the most popular rul- 
ers in the world. 
They regarded 


him as one of the strongest forces 
making for the stability of the'peace 
of the empire. 


King Edward was born at Bucking- 


ham palace on November 9, 1841, the 
son of Queen Victoria and Prince Al- 
bert of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. 
He 


was married on March 10, 1863, to 
Princess Alexandra, oldest daughtei 
of the Spanish prince who became 
some months later King Christian IX 
Six children were born, two of whom 
—the Duke of Clarence and Prince 
Alexander—died. 
The 
survivin 


children are: 
George Frederici 


Prince of Wales, duke of Cornwal 
and York, who now becomes king 
Princess Louise, who was married fc 
the Duke of Fife; Princess Victoria 
Alexandra, and Princess Maude Char 
lotte, who was married to Prince Karl 
j>f Denmark, now King Haakon VII of 
Norway. 


Edward VII assumed the throne on 


the death of Queen Victoria on Janu- 
ary 22, 1901, so that he was king 
less than ten years. His coronation, 
originally set for June 26, 1902, but 
postponed until August 9 on account 
of illness, was a pageant of almost 
unparalleled splendor, and the occa- 
sion of a celebration throughout the 
jworld. His short reign was a peace- 
ful one, after the conclusion of the 


f horse racing, and was fond of 
acht racing, cricket, athletics and 
hooting. 


In personal appearance the king 


ivas the typical Englishman. He was 
ather below the average stature, of 
trong and heavy build. 
His ruddy 


ace betokened good health and good 
pirits up to a short time ago. 
He 


vore his gray beard trimmed to a 
iharp point. 
His thin circle of gray

DAMAGE BY EARTH WORMS 


How These Pests May Be Killed 


Driven Away. 


A letter was received by State Zo- 


ologist H. A. Surface, from Altoona, 
Pa., in regard to earth worms. The 
writer stated that he had been refer- 
red to tlie State Zoologist to ascertain 
what could be done to rid his garden 
of these "night crawlers," which had 
destroyed several thousand plants in 
crawling around them, and pulling 
them out by the roots. 


The reply of Professor Suiface is 


given herewith in full: 


"Replying to your recent letter 


asking what to do for the large earth 
worms commonly called night crawl- ' 
ers, I beg to say that they can be kill- 
ed or driven away by one of three or 
four methods. The chief of these is 
to use salt or salt water in the soil 
which they inhabit. 
I must adinir 


that in gardens there Is danger of 
salting the ground too much for 
welfare of the plants, and th«s should 
be avoided. The second method sug- 
gested is the dusting of freshly slaked 
lime abundantly about the ground 
where these pests are likely to appeal

with mud or earth tramped firmly. 


"Spraying the plants that the earth 


worms are liable to cut off and de- 
vour, using arsenical sprays, such as 
arsenate of lead, two pounds, in fifty 
gallons of water, or paris green, one- 
third pound, in the same amount of 
water, will also destroy the pests and 
insure safety to the plants from 
chewing insects of various kinds. 


"Since the gape worm of the chick 


is convoyed to the young fowl as a 
parasite in the earth worm, it is to be 
seen that these remedies for earth 
worms will help to prevent the gape; 
of fowls. This also explains the prin 
ciple of "abundant lime in poultry 
yards to prevent loss from this dis- 
ease."

Of Ober-Ammergau—Its Origin and 


Significance. 


Its origin, it is said, is due to the 


fact that in 1633 a very fatal plague 
raged in the little town of Ober- 
Ammergau in Bavaria. 
Many died in 


a few days. 
There seemed to be no 


medical skill or remedy to stay its 
awful ravages. 


The terrified people made their ap- 


peal to God and registered a vow that 
if God would graciously hear their 
cry of distress they would, every ten 
years, represent 
"for thankful re- 


membrance and edifying contempla- 
tion, by the help of Almighty God, 
the sufferings of Jesus, the Savior of 
the world." 


Their prayer was answered and the 


plague was stayed. The Passion Play 
h'as been given every ten years since 
that time. 
Every dweller in that 


town is liable to be called upon to 
take part in the performance. 


In 1830 a large building capable of 


seating about 
5,000 was 
erected. 


About 600 persons nre required to 
render all the parts of the play, and 
it is regarded as a solemn religious 
service. A large portion of the year 
preceding the decennial performance 
is devoted to preparatory training. 


All the incidents in the life and 


passion of our Savior from Palm Sun- 
day to Easter are included in the 
play. The text of it is entirely scrip- 
tural. 
Every word and act of our 


Lord, of His disciples, of His friends 
and enemies, and all their actions 
are as faithfully reproduced as possi- 
ble. 
Of course, the chief interest 


centres in the cnaracter of Jesus. 


The play usually begins in May or 


June and continues, with short inter- 
vals for rest, until September. 
The 


profits are large, since the visitors, 
which number many thousands, come 
irom all parts of Europe and other 
portions of the Christian world. A 
small amount is paid to those who 
give their time to take part, but the 
larger portion is given to charity. 


The attempt ought never be made 


to exhibit this play anywhere but in 
its native place. There it lias a sig- 
nificance which it cannot possess else- 
where, and which preserves its re- 
ligious character. 
Those who are so 


fortunate as to be able to visit 
Europe this year ought, by all means, 
to witness this instructive and im- 
pressive religious drama. 


And those who are not permitted to 


see the Passion Play itself ought to 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
of seeing the stereopticon pictmcb ot 
it.

Fill a shallow box level full of 


moist, sifted ground. 
Drive tacks 


along ^the edges two inches apart; 
stretch 
-common 
wrapping 
twine 


around the tacks and across the box 
so as to mark it off into two inch 
squares. 
Number the squares from 


one up from left to right, and letter 
them from A down the other way. 
The first cross row will be the letter 
A row; the second the B row, etc. 


Take five grains (being careful not 


to break the tips off in taking them 
out) 
from different parts of the ear 


to be tested, and stick the grains in 
their proper square until the butts 
flush with the ground. 


Tie the ears belonging to a row 


together in the order in which they 
come in the row, and tag the string 
with the proper letter. Thus: if the 
A row contains ten squares the A 
string will contain ten ears tied to- 
gether in the order in which they 
come in the tester, and "tagged with 
their proper letter at the top of the 
string, so that the ear can easily be 
identified with its proper square. 


Keep the tester where there is a 


good "living" heat. Keep the ground 
moistened, and when you water it 
take the chill off the water used. 


When the stalk sprouts are well 


started, examine each square care- 
fully. 
Throw out all ears that have 


made anything else than five good, 
vigorous sprouts. 
You do not want 


nubbins, barren stalks and missing 
hills, and the tester tells the same 
story as will be told in the field. Un- 
wrap the string, pull the sprouts, fill 
in the box, and load again until you 
have enough seed corn ofr 100 per 
cent' germination to plant your field.

will pay you better than this testing 
of seed corn.

only one day after the conjunction of 
the comet with the sun, it will have 
moved so tar to the eastward that it

course, it makes the regular increase 
in brightness counted on by the 
computer. 
While it will increase 


during the week, it will still be twice 
as bright on the 26th as on the 5th. 
The only circumstance that will inter- 
fere with the view will be the moon, 
which will then be nearing the lull.

EYE DEFECTS. 


Some Things That Are Said to Affect 


the ,Ser.s3 of Vision. 


Many eye defectx of course, are due 


to the bad habits of rhe'r possessors. 
Tobacco, for instance, is generally held 
to impair the vision, usually injuring' 
the color se^se so that gold and silver 
become indistinguishable 
According 


to some medical authorities, a^ain. the 
connection between eye mid tooth trou- 
ble is more than an old \\ife'h fable. In 
his book dealing with the subject Han- 
cock relates the story of a boy who 
woke up one morning to find himself 
blind. On examination his teeth were 
discovered to be crowded together, and 
a few of them were removed, with the 
result that by evening he could di^tin- 
•juisb between li^ht ai,d (Virkness. 
More teeth were rumored, and in elev- 
en days his sight was> fully restored. 
Other cases which tend to show the 
connection between eye mill tooth trou- 
ble have also been noted. Very fre- 
quently occupation has much to do 
with one or other eye defect. Thus 
nystagmus is sometimes known as the 
miners' disease. 


Nystagmus is an involuntary oscilla- 


tion of the eyeball to and fro or round 
in its orbit. In contradistinction to 
glaucoma, it is & young defect, liaviuj; 
been noticed in infants, but sometimes 
it attacks miners after forty. Miner:? 
are Inclined to attribute the failing to 
the bad light, but it Is more likely to 
be caused by the continual upward 
glance so often necessitated by tliclr 
occupation,—Strand Magazine.

advantage in marketing to 
sell in carload lots, as in 


this way you can ship the stock your- 
se!J and"get all there is in it. The time 
to se!l cattle: hogs and sheep depends 
largely upon the price of feed and the 
condition of the market This is some- 
aE i thing that can only be told by long ex- 


! perience. 
As a general rule, feeders 


\ lose their nerve and sell a little too 


soon, as is shown by the flood of half 
fat aattle that comes on to the market 
at certain seasons of the year. Much 
of this stuff is bought up by feeders 
living near the big markets and the 
fattening process finished. If these 
men can afford to do this on high priced 
land and feed, the farmer can certain- 
ly afford to put on a little more finish 
before selling in the first place. 


Cattle that have been fattened on 


grass should be shut up in'-the yard 
at least two days before shipment and 
fed timothy hay and oats. Cattle that 
have-been having dry feed should have 
the grain -ration changed to oats and 
the roughage to timothy hay for the 
twenty-four hours preceding shipment. 
Do not give more than half a grata ra- 
tion for the last feed before they are 
loaded and do not give any salt lor a 
few days before shipment 
Do not 


water heavily for a few hours before 
loading. Bed the car well with bright 
straw and do not crowd it too full. 
Much of the art of getting the cattle 
on to the market with little shrinkage 
depends upon quiet handling. If they 
are to be driven any considerable dis- 
tance it should be in the cool of the 
day. They should be loaded as quietly 
us possible. Where cattle are to be on- 
the road more than twelve hours the 
racks should be filled with timothy hay.

and then given a feed of good hay, to-

Selling to Breeders. 


As your home trade grows and you 


sradunlly work into a higher grade of 
stock you will begin to \\ant higher 
prices. To get them you must sell to 
breeders. 
To reach these in large 


numbers advertising in oue or more of 
the agricultural papers that circulate 
in your territory is necessary. A sim- 
ple card will bring many replies. When 
you have something special to offer a 
large ad. will prove profitable. 


Of course most of the sales made in 


this way will be by letter, though an 
occasional man will come to see the 
stuff. 
If you live more than a mile 


from town it will pay to make arrange- 
ments with the liveryman to bring out 
unexpected visitors at your expense. 
Little things like this help to create a 
favorable Imprauioo. Where there are 
many inquiries to answer * typewriter 


gether with some ear corn. Be sure 
that the trough is full of water before 
the cattle begin to drink or they will 
suck themselves full of wind Instead 
of water. Turn the stock over to some 
reliable commission man to be sold 
and be at hand yourself to see how it 
is done and to look after your own 
interests. 
You will get better service 


if you employ the same commission 
man each year than you will by chang- 
ing around. 


The same general rules for prepara- 


tion for shipment will apply to sheep 
and hogs as well as to cattle. If it 
happens that a load of hogs has to be 
kept overnight in the yards before 
being sold be sure to bed them well, 
as lack of bedding will cause as much 
shrinkage as lack of feed. 


In case you do not have enough 


stock of your own to ship in carload 
lots you can often go in with one or 
more of your noiRbbors to make up a 
load. Many of the farmers' co-opera- 
tive companies maUe a practice of col- 
lecting and shipping hogs for their 
members.

It is not only 
easily visible to the naked eye, but 
forms a very conspicuous object over 
the eastern horizon at 3 o'clock in 
the morning. Prof. Apple, from whom 
we have received this information, 
would revise his recent advice to the 
extent of urging every one by all 
means to take advantage of the first 
clear morning and take a look into 
the east.

the ears of the deaf shall be unstop- 
ed; then shall the lame man leap as 
n hart and the tongue of the dumb 
ing." 
Recently we saw Him heal a 


emon possessed dumb man (ix, 32, 
3), but in this case the afflicted man 
was blind as well as dumb But noth- 
ng is too bard for the Lord. Can wo 
magine a kingdom without sickness 
r infirmity or suffering of any kind? 
Yet that is what we expect and shall 
urely see in His time (Isa. sxxiii, 24; 
Rev. xxi, 1-4). 


The blind Pharisees madly accuse 


Him of casting out demons by the 
Dower of the devil himself, as if Satan 
would cast out Satan 
and 
work 


against himself. 
How foolishly the 


iev.il does cause people to talk! They 
;alk much more foolishly today when 
hey say and teach that there is no 
devil at all and no hell. It would seem 
rom verse 27 that unbelievers were 
permitted by their ruler to do some 
wonderful things, even as the magi- 
•ians of Egypt counterfeited the, mir- 
acles of Moses up to a certain point. 
We know from Il'Thess. ii. 9; Kev. 
xiii, 11-15, that at the end of this age 
he devil will specially deceive many 
By his miracles and signs and lying 
wonders. Our Lord Jesus said that 
f * were possible they would deceive 
he very elect (Matt, sslv, 24), so we 
must not be deceived by the wonders 
wrought by the adversary in the name 
f spiritualism, Christian Science and 
ther false teaching of our times. 
These things will continue and In- 
crease until the devil, the strong man 
of verse 29, shall have been bound 
and shut up in the bottomless pit for 
1,000 years (Rev. xx, 1-3). The tenth 
of God, just as it stands in His word, 
s the only power that will set us free 
from all delusions (John viii, 32, 36). 


We are either with Christ or against 


Him, either taught by the spirit of
